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State links * 
oil drilling 
to smog 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Proposed 
federal offshore oil drilling could ul­ 
timately cause as much smog as nine 
million additional cars in Southern 
California and have “disastrous” ef­ 
fects on air quality, the state reported to­ 
day. 
The Air Resources Board said that 
drilling, shipment and processing of of­ 
fshore oil under proposed federal leasing 
plans could be enough in itself — even if 
there was no other source of pollution in 
the greater Los Angeles area — to pre­ 
vent the state from achieving acceptable 
air quality standards. 
The board said its toughest-in-the- 
nation exhaust emission standards would 
be “overwhelmed.” 


In an analysis of the environmental im­ 
pact statement for the offshore drilling 
program on the outer continental shelf, 
the board called for the elimination of 
some proposed drilling tracts and other 
modifications in the federal plan to ease 
the smog problem. 


Board Chairman Tom Quinn computed 
that 150 to 200 tons of hydrocarbons 
would spew into the skies of Southern 
California as the result of the new drill­ 
ing, considering the maximum federal 
estimate of one million barrels of oil a 
day from the proposed fields. 


Patty 'prime suspect' 
in other bank heist

Authorities consider Patricia Hearst a 
prime suspect in an armed robbery and 
murder at a bank in Carmichael, Calif, 
according to news reports. The reports 
said money taken in the robbery was 
found in the house where the newspaper 
heiress was arrested last week. 
CBS News reported Wednesday that 
Miss Hearst “closely resembles the 
composite drawing of one of the robbers 
sketched from witnesses’ descriptions.” 
The network also said “...part of the 
stolen money marked for identification 
was found during the search of the house 
where Miss Hearst had been living when 
she was arrested.” 
The San Francisco Chronicle reported 
today that “at least one bill” taken in the 
robbery was found in the house. 
U.S. Attorney James L. Browning 
refused to confirm or deny the report. He 
said the matter was not in the “public 
domain” in current legal action against 
SLA members. 
The bank, near Sacramento, Calif., 
was robbed of $15,000 April 21 by four 
persons, including a young woman. Dur­ 
ing the holdup, a bystander, Myma Lee 
Opsahl, was killed.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Leonard 
Weinglass, one of the defense lawyers at 
the Daniel Ellsberg trial, was chosen to­ 
day as a defense lawyer for accused 
Symbionese Liberation Army terrorists 
Emily and William Harris. 


Harris and his wife were arraigned in 
Los Angeles Municipal Court after being 
brought under heavy security guard 
from San Francisco, where they were ar­ 
rested with Patricia Hearst one week 
ago today. They were ordered held in 
lieu of $500,000 bail.

Younger, son of California Attorney 
General Evelle J. Younger, set Oct. 8 for 
a preliminary hearing in the case in 
which the 
Harrises face 18 felony 
charges, including kidnaping, robbery, 
assault with a deadly weapon and assault 
with intent to kill. 


Weinglass, 
who 
represented 
co­ 
defendant Anthony Russo at the Ellsberg 
trial, was chosen counsel for Mrs. Har­ 
ris. Public defender Edward Rucker was 
named the main lawyer for Harris. 


The Harrises, captured a week ago to­ 
day along with Patricia Hearst, were 
brought into the municipal courtroom 
without handcuffs and placed in a section 
separated from the main part of the 
room by a wood and glass panel. 


Both stood quietly during the brief 
proceedings. When Judge Younger asked 
Mrs. Harris if that was her true name, 
she replied, “yes,” and when the same 
question was put to Harris, he said, 
“right.” 


Neither of the Harrises said anything 
else during the brief arraignment and 
were not seen speaking to each other. 


Weinglass told the judge Harris’ life 
had been threatened by officers during 
the past 24 hours and that security ar­ 
rangements were excessive. He urged 
reduction of bail but Judge Younger 
declined to lower it. 


Following the arraignment, Weinglass 
expanded to reporters on the alleged 
threat against Harris. He said Harris 
told him that while he was sitting in a car 
at the San Francisco Airport, a deputy 
said that “if he moved more than five

The bearded Harris, wearing a yellow

Security at the courts building was ex­ 
tremely tight for the arraignment of the 
Harrises who were flown here from San 
Francisco late Wednesday night. 


Sheriff’s officers and county marshals 
surrounded the building, two helicopters 
hovered overhead and news representa­ 
tives had to go through tight security 
checks, including electronic metal detec­ 
tors.

Water Co. claim they are the rightful 
owners and were deceived in the early 
1950’s in thinking they bought collective 
control of the company with their 
property.

Investigators said Wednesday James 
Kilgore, 27, was wanted in connection 
with the bank robbery in Carmichael and 
that a raid on his Daly City apartment 
turned up bombs, shotguns, a revolver 
and revolutionary literature. 
— Miss Hearst changed her jail oc­ 
cupational listing from “urban guerril­ 
la” to “not employed.” Her attorney, 
Terence Hallinan, said she used the term 
when she was booked into the jail Thurs­ 
day because she “felt pressured and 
couldn’t think of anything else.” 


An expert on the psychiatry of mad 
murderers spent two hours interviewing 
Patty Hearst at the direction of a federal 
judge who wants to know if she is sane, 
the sheriff’s office disclosed today. 


Dr. Donald Lunde quietly slipped into 
the San Mateo County Jail Wednesday 
and held a visit with Patty in a con­ 
ference room. Assistant Sheriff Eugene 
Stewart said. 
Patty “went willingly” from her cell 


to see the court-appointed psychiatrist. 
“She never presents any problems.” 
Stewart said. He said the conversation 
between Miss Hearst and Dr. Lunde was 
not tape recorded. 
U.S. District Judge Oliver J. Carter 
appointed Lunde and two other psy­ 
chiatric experts to examine Miss Hearst 
to determine whether she is in a mental 
condition to be tried. 
Lunde, 38, is a psychiatrist on the 
faculty of Stanford University. He is an 
expert on the mentality of murderers, 
giving testimony during the trials of 
John Frazier, Edmund Kemper and 
Herbert Mullen, three young men found 
guilty of slaying a total of 26 persons 
between 1970 and 1973. 
He has written a book, “Murder and 
Madness,” in which he says the mental 
state of criminals “is always the crucial 
element.”

vestigating whether Miss Hearst may 
have been one of four robbers who held 
up a Carmichael. Calif., bank. Money 
taken in the holdup was reportedly found 
in the house where the newspaper 
heiress was captured

psychologist at the University of Califor­ 
nia, was named to administer any tests 
desired by the team. She said it was 
believed 
Miss Hearst’s examination 
would begin this week. 
Miss Hearst’s lawyers filed an af­ 
fidavit Tuesday detailing what happened 
to her after her kidnap. She signed it. 
The statement said that she was the vic­ 
tim of “brainwashing” tactics and drug­ 
ging. These actions by her captors, she 
said, pushed her to insanity.

OPEC deadlocked on oil price hike

The 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries failed 
today to break a 
deadlock over the size of a proposed oil 
increase but oil ministers said they 
hoped to reach agreement Friday. 
Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani, the Saudi 
Arabian oil minister, vowed he would 
“never” accept more than a 5 per cent 
increase and then unexpectedly left the 
meeting an hour early and flew to 
London. 
An OPEC spokesman denied that 
Yamani had walked out 


“His trip to London is a purely private 
visit that had been arranged earlier, and 
he will return in time for Friday’s 


meeting,” the spokesman said. 
As Yamani departed, some ministers 
said the conference was nearing a com- 
E 
romise on an oil price increase of 
etween 7 and 10 per cent. 
“We are far away from a decision,” 
Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani, Saudi Ara­ 
bian oil minister who has been opposing 
an increase, told reporters. 
“There is a complete difference of opi­ 
nion. We are facing terrible opposition.” 
Yamani, looking grim, left the five- 
hour meeting an hour before it ended, 
Other ministers came out later and con­ 
firmed 
that 
the 
talks 
are 
still 
deadlocked. They said the meeting would 
resume at 10 a.m. Friday. 
Yamani vowed he never would accept 


more than a 5 per cent increase. 
Nigerian Minister Mofia Tonjo Akobo. 
however, said Yamani had not insisted in 
the meeting on holding to 5 per cent 
“ I think he left early to consult his 
government,” Akobo said. He predicted 
the conference would agree on an in­ 
crease Friday of about 10 per cent. 
Venezuelan

Valentin 
Hernandez-Acosta said, “We are nearer 
an agreement than ever.” He predicted 
an increase of 7 to 8 per cent and said 
there would be no change in premium 
prices that some countries with high 
quality oil are allowed to charge.

Yamani said he had lost his fight to 
continue the nine-month-old prize freeze 
“It is not a question of a price freeze now

Also, she added, the plant is being appealed to 
the Coastal Commission, which could alter plans 
for the facilities Exxon had asked for a time ex­ 
tension to delay beginning construction on the 
plant after the plan is approved ’Hiis. she felt, 
indicated that the oil company is in “no great 


hurry " 
But Exxon attorney Stanley Hatch called the 
continuance "out of the question." Hatch noted 
that there is no legal requirement for the APCD 
to make a report until a building permit is called 
for And any requirements that might be im­ 
posed by the Coastal Commission could be added 
to the precise plan later, the attorney argued. 
Progress had already been delayed several 
weeks by the Board of Architectural Review and 
the Parks Commission. Hatch noted, and though 
the company asked for permission to delay com­ 
mencement of construction on the plant, he said, 
the company anticipated beginning work on the 
lower part of the canyon so a road can be built 
before construction begins.

County planners turn down 
requests for lot splits

Trying to avoid the social im­ 
pact of new lot splits in 
agricultural areas, county plan­ 
ning commissioners were con­ 
fronted yesterday with 
the 
human cost of denying them. 
"When we bought this land 
five years ago with the inten­ 
tion that my father could build 
a small house in the back and 
retire,” James Duncan told the 
commissioners, "we had no 
idea of the political climate in­ 
volved in the decision.” 
Duncan was seeking county 
approval to split his 10-acre 
parcel near Santa Ynez into two 
five-acre lots. 
Commission 
member 
Thomas G. Nielsen, speaking 
against 
the 
split, 
said 
it 
"represented an increasing lot- 
split syndrome on agricultural 
land, and none of this is 
agricultural preserve. Once lot 
splitting starts, it’s only a mat­ 
ter of time before the whole 
area 
is pressured 
into lot 
splits.” 
But Commissioner Robert G. 
Lilley argued, "We got this ap­ 
plicant into this position. In 
fact, it is five-acre zoning. 
"Were telling people who 
come in with what should be a 
routine lot split that, we re 
sorry, we’ve changed the basis 
of our consideration,” Lilley 
said 
"We’re 
arguing 
the 
philosophy, but should be con­ 
cerned about the people." 
But Nielsen moved to deny 
Duncan’s request for several 
reasons: 
The lot pattern and road 
design is based on larger lots, 
he 
observed, 
noting 
there 
would be no direct access to 
Casey Ave. from the rear lot. 
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(The property is near the in­ 
tersection of Casey and Mora 
Avenues.) 
The lot split would be growth- 
inducing. increasing the density 
of the area, she said It would 
be the beginning of cutting up 
the Santa Ynez Valley, she 
argued 
The Board of Supervisors 
recommended that the commis­ 
sion deny or continue lot splits 
until the agricultural study is 
completed. 
The lot split was denied by a 
5-4 vote of the commission 
In a different action, Paul 
Sevoian's request to split his 38- 
acre parcel near Lompoc into 
two lots was denied by another 
5-4 vote. 


Opposition to Sevoian’s re­ 
quest was based largely on 
water The County Health Dept, 
was concerned that an adequate 
water supply for the property 
would be lacking. 


Sevoian said he was willing to 
go 
along 
with 
the 
Health 
Dept.’s conditions, but he didn’t 
want to begin the expensive 


engineering study necessary 
unless the planning commission 
indicated it would accept his re­ 
quest. 
Commission member Mrs. 
Don B. Hamister expressed 
concern about "breaking up an 
agricultural area that far from 
the 
city 
without 
services 
provided” 
Some 
members 
wanted to see the water sup­ 
plied before permission for the 
lot split was granted. 
A motion to accept subdivi­ 
sion with the condition that it 
passes Health Board approval 
failed. The property is about 
one mile south of La Salle Rd. 
and State Highway 246. 
• In other business the commis­ 
sion determined unanimously 
that the developers of property 
on the northwest corner of Or- 
cutt Rd. and Foxenwood Drive 
in Orcutt are in violation of 
county 
regulations. 
The 
developers have been using a 
tract sales office for more than 
one tract and for an excessive 
amount of time (about four 
years),

The 
public 
should report 
vehicular 
accidents 
to

California Highway Patrol or 
city police departments, Ray­ 
mond D. Johnson, County Ad­ 
ministrative Officer, advised 
today. Reports to other county 
agencies must be relayed to the 
patrol or police, and in some 
cases 
this 
could result in 
delays, he said. 
Johnson issued this advisory 
after conferring with represen­ 
tatives of the Highway Patrol 
and the County Fire Depart­ 
ment. 
For accidents in the unincor­ 
porated areas calls should be 
made to the nearest CHP office 
in the day time or by using the 
Patrol’s emergency number, he 
said. 
Any phone operator will con­ 
nect a caller with the Highway 
Patrol 
Emergency 
operator 
when, a request is made for 
Zenith 12000, Johnson advised. 
The telephone numbers for 
the Patrol’s district offices are: 


South Coast area — 967-1234, 
Santa Maria — 937-2041, and 
Buellton - 688-5551. 
Johnson said that the County 
Fire Department will comply 
with the state law which re­ 
quires the Highway Patrol to be 
in charge of all vehicular acci­ 
dents.

Sara Jane Moore says she took

shot

Ford 
because it was easy to do and 
she felt isolated, desperately 
needing somebody to take her 
seriously. But she is glad she 
did not hit him. 
“I’m glad he didn’t die,” Mrs. 
Moore said in her only inter­ 
view since her arrest Monday 
on charges of attempting to as­ 
sassinate the President, She 
hoped all along that she would 
be stopped, she said 
Mrs. Moore talked in the San 
Francisco County Jail with El­ 
len Hume, a Los Angeles Times 
reporter who had talked with 
her many times during the past 
six months in connection with a 
series on radicals. 
She 
talked 
in 
“confused 
fragments,” according to the 
story in the Times today. The 


interview is laced with contra­ 
dictions, factual errors and non 
sequiturs. Mrs. Moore said her 
motives 
were 
compli­ 
cated.” 
“ I feel perfectly fine, but I’m 
obviously distraught,” she said. 
Mrs. Moore had infiltrated 
radical groups for the FBI, and 
then publicly denounced herself 
as an informant, saying she had 
been converted to their beliefs. 


She told the Times she felt 
“ isolated” because 
radicals 
refused to accept her after she 
revealed she had been a spy. 
Reporters treated 
her 
as 
“ flaky.” she said. She con­ 
tinued to feed information to 
the FBI, however, even as she 
publicly decried her past role. 


(The FBI has conceded she 
was supplying “unsolicited in­ 
formation” for expense money 


right up to the time she was ar­ 
rested.) 
She wanted to “do something 
to 
break 
off 
the 
insidious 
relationship with the FBI," she 
said She felt “ rage and frustra­ 
tion ... people are driven to act. 
“ I 
knew 
I 
was 
rapidly 
reaching a point that ... all of 
the avenues of taking action 
were being closed, one at a time 
... It was a kind of an ultimate 
protest against the system. I 
did not want to kill anybody but 
there comes a time when the 
only way you can make a state­ 
ment is to pick up a gun.” 
She tried only hours before 
the shooting to call friends, the 
Times said, “ but all were too 
busy ... Before Monday, few 
had taken her seriously as a 
radical revolutionary..." 
Before, the shooting. “ I ex­ 
pected all the way ... to be 


picked up,” she said. “ I did 
want to be prevented ... I had 
set a course for myself that I 
hoped I would not be permitted 
to do.” 
“ I am not a berserk woman,” 
she said at one point, but later 
said she “was afraid of myself, 
that I would come apart ...

shooting people.”

security was so stupid," she 
said, and she went through with 
her plan, despite her inner con­ 
flicts. just because it was so 
easy.

Firms causing shortage by GrouPs warn 
of impact 
holding back gas — Moss 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rep. John E. Moss, 
D-Calif., contended today the biggest reason for 
the severe natural gas shortage is that com­ 
panies are holding gas back from interstate sale, 
waiting for higher prices. 
“The current shortage of natural gas is not, as 
some contend, %he inevitable result of federal 
regulation,” Moss told the House Subcommittee 
on Energy and Power. “ It is rather the result of 
two factors: the failure of Congress to extend 
(price) regulation to the intrastate m arket and, 
more 
importantly, 
the 
result 
of 
industry 
speculation concerning future increases in the 
price of natural gas.” 
Moss said an investigation by a subcommittee 
he heads turned up substantial evidence of 
“ speculative withholding" of natural gas. Prices 
in interstate sales are lim ited by the Federal 
Power Commission to 52 cents per thousand 
cubic feet. Prices of gas sold intrastate—that is, 
within the sam e state as production—are free of 
controls and often are two to three tim es the 
level of controlled prices. 
“ As a result of the growing gap between in­ 
trastate prices and the FPC regulated price, 
since 1971 almost all new gas supplies produced 


onshore have been consumed in the producing 
state," Moss said. 
Industry spokesmen — including several who 
also testified before the energy subcom m ittee- 
agree with that, but contend the solution is to 
free prices on interstate sales. The incentive of 
higher prices, they contend, will bring new ex­ 
ploration and production of gas. 
Moss said the gas is already there: 
“ Evidence 
of 
speculative withholding of 
natural gas has been incorporated into the 
record of various proceedings before the FPC ,” 
he said. For example, he said, one 1973 witness 
for an oil company was asked what he would do 
if he could not get special permission to sell in­ 
terstate at a higher price. 
“ He replied that he would sell to the un­ 
regulated intrastate m arket or not m arket the 
gas at all,” Moss said. He quoted the man as 
saying. “ Uncommitted gas reserves now are ap­ 
parently among the finest assets that a company 
can have.” 
The solution. Moss contended, is for Congress 
to signal the oil and gas companies “that regula­ 
tion is here to stay,” and indeed may extend 
even to intrastate sales of gas.

State radical

ATLANTA (UPI) - Former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
said Wednesday that 
“zany 
radicals and urban guerrillas" 
have picked California as a 
“combat zone” in their war 
against established order. 


The recent assassination at­ 
tempts upon President Ford, he 
said, should not be a reflection 
on the people of California. 
But Reagan said he still op­ 
poses gun control, which he 
believes would keep ordinary 
citizens from arming them­ 
selves against criminals. 
“Let’s increase the penalty 
for carrying a gun illegally,” he 
said, “and add five to 15 years 
to the sentences of people con­ 
victed of committing a crime 
with a gun.” 
Reagan, a possible candidate 
for the Republican nomination 
for president, 
said 
security 
forces should be authorized to 
decide what precautions are 
needed and when a particular 
appearance is not safe for an of­ 
ficial or candidate. 
“The decision should be taken 
off the shoulders of any one in­ 
dividual,” he said at an airport 
news conference.

dence of skin cancer in human 
beings.” 


The National Academy of 
Sciences said regular flights by 
only 16 Concordes “ might lead 
in the long run to several thou­ 
sand additional cases of skin 
cancer per year in the world, of

would be in the United States," 
according to the environmen­ 
talists’ petition.

— When asked about investi­ 
gations of alleged corruption in 
his state adm inistration, that 
most of the allegations have 
been uncovered by his own in­ 
sistence on complete financial 
disclosure by state officials. He 
said he will voluntarily go 
before a grand jury next month 
for questioning about about a 
1970 campaign contribution. 
— He did not think his being 
Jewish would hurt his cam ­ 
paign “ I think John Kennedy 
broke the religion barrier in 
1960.” he said. 
— A stagnant economy is the 
m ajor problem in America and 
predicted his platform on that 
issue and unemployment would 
make him the strongest con­ 
tender 
for

nomination 
within four to six months 
— His campaign already has 
raised “ slightly over $100,000" 
but has qualified for federal 
campaign matching funds only 
in Pennsylvania. He predicted 
the campaign would have the 
required $20.000 in small con­ 
tributions from each of 20 
states by the end of October. 
Already off and running for 
the Democratic nomination are 
Sens. Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington and Lloyd Bentsen 
of Texas, Rep. Morris Udall of 
Arizona, former Govs.

form er Sen. Fred H arris of 
Oklahoma and 1972 vice presi­ 
dential candidate Sargent Shri- 
ver. 
Sen. Birch Bayh. D-Ind., is 
expected to announce in Octo­ 
ber and Gov. George C. Wallace 
of Alabama should join the race 
before the end of the year. 
Shapp said the worst problem 
facing the nation is “economic 
stagnation” and promised to 
fight it with increased employ­ 
ment based on 25 years as a 
business executive and 
two 
term s in the governor’s chair. 
“ It is incredible that we 
tolerate a condition where mil­ 
lions are unemployed and un­ 
deremployed when there are so 
many unmet needs across the 
land!” he said.

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Rich Californians 
to pay more taxes

Californians will pay an extra 
125 million in state taxes next 
year as the result of legislation 
signed by Gov

Brown Jr. 
It means the end of a law

Reagan to avoid state income 
taxes for 1970 
And, it means all of Brown’s 
four-point 
package 
to 
end 
"special tax privileges for the 
few" has been signed into law 
or will be on the ballot for 
voters. 
The bill takes effect next year 
and 
ends

"gentlemen 
farmer" tax shelter, which per­ 
mits the rich to invest in 
agriculture and deduct farm 
losses against other income. 
It was this provision that 
gave former Gov. Reagan his 
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tax break, said the author of the 
measure 
(AB1209). 
Assem­ 
blyman Daniel Boatwright, D- 
Concord 
The legislation also limits the 
advantage given to "preference 
income," such things as certain 
capital gains and stock options, 
which is now taxed at a much 
lower rate than wages and com­ 
mon income. 
Acting on some 600 bills pas­ 
sed during the final week of the 
legislative session, Brown also: 
—Signed measures putting 
$375 million in bond issues on 
the June 1976 election ballot — 
a unique $200 million proposal 
for schools and a $175 million 
measure for clean drinking 
water. 
—Approved a bill outlawing 
spanking in public schools next 
year without written permis­ 
sion from parents in advance, a 
measure (AB1267) authored by 
Assemblywomen 
Leona 
Egelandy, D-San Jose 
—Signed legislation (AB1436) 
by Assemblyman Art Torres, 
D-Los Angeles, making men 
liable for the same prostitution 
penalties as women beginning 
Jan. 1.

The school bond act (AB32),

Presently only earthquake 
improvement bonds cans be ap­ 
proved by a majority vote.

The board also urged adop­ 
tion of federal legislation to 
transfer the title for wild horses 
and burros to private citizens. 
The law now allows the transfer 
of such animals to individuals 
but they remain the property of 
the federal government.

But Assembly Executive Of­ 
ficer Frederick Taugher con­ 
firmed today that the tem­ 
porary buildings "almost cer­ 
tainly" cannot be ready by the 
Jan 5 bang of the gavel. So the 
Senate and Assembly will start 
the year in the old chambers 
and move out when the tem­ 
porary facilities are ready, he 
said. 
That could be the end of 
January, Taugher added, or 
lawmakers might decide not to 
rush things and put off the move 
until a week long Easter recess 
in April. 


It is only the West Wing that 
is being renovated, including 
the 
Senate 
and 
Assembly 
chambers, 
the 
dome 
and 
rotunda, and the Treasurer’s of­ 
fice. 


Not included are the offices 
for Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr ’s 
office, the state controller or 
the 120 legislators and their 
staffs, or the Capitol committee 
rooms They are located in the 
new. and sturdier, East Wing, 
which is not being restored.

by U-Haul and heading for the 
Gulf Coast. 
The second and most impor­ 
tant leg of their trip began 
Wednesday at the Watergate 
Inn on Clear Lake near the 
Johnson Space Center. A fourth 
member of the team, Ron du 
Vemet, will follow the canoers 
in a truck and they will put 
ashore each evening and camp 
whenever possible. 


The next stop is Montreal, by 
way of intracoastal waterways, 
7,500 miles of paddling ahead. 
They also hope to break the 
world record set in 1937 — 7,155 
miles. 


“ We’re going to reach Mont­ 
real July 4, the bicentennial," 
Jenkevice said. "Our birthday

Pacific marine farms which 
can produce eastern lobster at 
a cost of $2 a pound may be only 
two years away, according to a 
researcher at one of three 
coastal lobster laboratories 
“Just this week the represen­ 
tatives of three giant interna­ 
tional corporations have been 
here to see our operation, " said 
Jon. C. Van Olst, a San Diego 
State University research as­ 
sociate 
"All 
of 
them 
are 
very 
interested in the lobster culture 
potential, and 1 think there is a 
very good chance that one or 
more of them will elect to 
make the necessary invest­ 
m e n t , ” 
he 
s a i d . 
" A 
commercial operation could be 
under way within two years " 
Van 
Olst 
is 
conducting 
research at the University of 
California's Scripps Institution 
of Oceanography, where he is 
lobster hatchery manager. 
The experiment started four 
years ago with sue female 
eastern lobsters, the ancestors 
of an estimated 3,500 now 
thriving at the three Pacific 
farms. 
Van Olst estimated there 
were 1,500 lobsters ranging 
from tiny to dinner size in a 
series of large tanks through 
which sea water was being 
pumped at Scripps 
Thirteen miles up the coast­ 
line another 500 were growing 
in the thermal effluent from 
the San Diego Gas & Electric 
Co. Encina Power Plant. The 
third laboratory, at Southern 
California 
Edison's 
electric 
station at Redondo Beach, had 
another 1,500 lobsters. 
Van Olst estimated that a 
four-acre Pacific water farm 
could 
produce 
about 
one 
million lobsters a year. 
He said it takes four pounds 
of a new lobster chow to 
produce a one-pound animal, 
compared with five to six 
pounds of other known foods. 
The new feed costs 24 cents a 
pound. 
That price put the feed cost 
of raising a lobster to market 
weight at about $1, and Van

labor and other 
expenses raises the total cost to 
about 
$2

animal. The fish market price 
for a one-pound eastern lobster 
is between $3.50 and $4, he said 
The new feed was developed 
from shrimp chow blended with 
pelagic red crab from Baja 
California. The crab gives the 
lobsters 
an 
attractive 
red 
color, and the blend reduces 
laboratory costs. 
Other 
significant develop­ 
ments within the past year 
include: 
— 
The 
occurrence 
and 
control of a deadly bacterial 
disease that attacked species on 
both U.S. coasts. 
— The identification of a 
genetically blind subspecies of 
lobster that grows three to five 
times faster than normal. 
— 
And 
refinement of a 
revolving, wheel-iike lobster 
habitat called the "care-o- 
cell.” Lobsters are suspended 
in the wheel’s individual cages 
to thwart their cannibalistic 
habits. 
Van Olst said turning the 
habitat facilitated the distribu­ 
tion of oxygen, water and food 
and the removal of waste. The 
habitats in operation range up 
to 10 feet in diameter, but Van 
Olst envisioned wheels up to 100 
feet in diameter with room for 
8,000 lobsters. 
The blind lobster subspecies 
was discovered at a National 
Marine 
Fisheries 
Service 
laboratory in Massachusetts. 
Five months ago the variety 
was found in a colony here, and 
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efforts to establish a blind 
lobster population are under 
way, Van Olst said. 
“These 
animal s 
are 
genetically blind," he said. “In 
fact, they have no eye stalks 
The prevailing theory of their 
rapid growth is that the glands 
that 
control 
molting 
and 
growth 
are 
found 
in 
the 
eyestalks and so, lacking these 
glands, their growth proceeds 
unchecked.” 
Lobsters grow only by mol­ 
ting, and the molting rate 
increases as water tempera­ 
tures go up. In the ocean off 
New England, where winter 
water tempratures drop to 34 
degrees, molting occurs twice 
a year and lobsters grow to one 
pound in eight years. 
The water temperature here 
ranges from 55 degrees in the 
winter to 70 in the summer, and 
the eastern lobster grown here 
reach one pound in about three 


years, Van Olst said. 
At the power plant laborato­ 
ries, where the habitat water is 
held at a constant 75 degrees, 
the lobsters reach one pound in 
about two years, he said.

If past performances are anything to go by, you’d think 
Cabrillo’s defense could take the week off from practice and 
send the third-stringers to Huyck Stadium tomorrow night to 
take care of the visiting Dos Pueblos Chargers.

MANILA (UPI) - Muhammad Ali 
likes to turn it on and off, show you that 
hard, dark side of his as well as the soft, 
light one, and that’s why he’ll do 
something graceless or even cruel for no 
apparent reason sometimes. 
This was one of those times, in his 
dressing room after a workout. 
He was getting himself all worked up 
delivering one of those impassioned 
sermons he enjoys so much to the 
members of the media when, with that 
sharp hearing of his, he happened to pick 
up something his kid brother, Rahaman, 
was saying quietly to the press. 
Rahaman became so carried away 
listening to his big brother’s pearls of 
wisdom that he began urging newsmen 
around him to take notes. 
“Write it!., write it!” he tried per­ 
suading them. 
Hearing that, the champion suddenly 
cut short his own monologue. 
"Shut up!” he ordered his brother. 
“ Don’t tell them to write it. Don’t beg 
them. It doesn’t matter whether they 
write it or not, the fight is goin’ on 
anyway and everybody in the world is 
gonna hear about it.” 
Those who aren’t aware of the 
relationship might think there is some 
resentment between Rahaman Ali and 
his 18-month older brother, who defends 
his heavyweight title against Joe Frazier 
here Oct. 1 (Sept. 30 in the U.S.) 
There is no ill feeling between them 
whatsoever. 
Rahaman Ali, who fought with un­ 
distinguished success, works for his 
brother, and if you ask doing what, the 
answer is doing anything his brother 
asks him to do. 
For this, Muhammad Ali take pretty 
good care of his brother, bringing him 
along on all his trips, seeing to it nobody 
hassles him and paying him a nice, round 
$50,000 a year. 
Rahaman’s admiration for his big 
brother is genuine. 
“I love him,” he tells you right out. 
“How much? As much as any man can 
love his brother. You can not possibly put 
it into words. My love for my brother is 
endless.” 
What about the incident in the dressing 
room the other day? 
“What he said to me was justified,” 
says Rahaman. “He was correct. I know 
my brother and I know he means for my 
good.” 
When the champ worked out today, 
Rahaman was never more than a few 
feet away, generally with an expression 
of complete rapture on his face.

always 
has 
been 
his 
mother’s pet but she has no less affection 
for her youngest son, Rahaman. 
."She has always told us to love one 
another and stay together,” he says. 


Last season, when Russ Bolinger was a 
junior on the football team at Cal State 
University, Long Beach, his coach called 
him "the best tight end on the West 
Coast.”

“He has the strength and quickness to be 
a very high (pro) draft choice and a pos­ 
sible all-America.”

'Combination' wins one 


A friend collared me yesterday and 
with good humor, but firm insistence, 
said 
he, 
for 
one, 
approves 
of 
combination classrooms. All this was in 
connection with statements in this 
column 
Monday 
indicating 
some 
criticisms of the system. 
For those who haven’t 
followed the question, 
a 
c o m b i n a t io n 
classroom is one in 
which there is more 
than one grade level. 
Some 
teachers 
and 
p a r e n ts 
h a v e 
expressed 
opposition 
to the practice 
My friend said he 
liked the idea based on 
the 
concept 
that 
youngsters 
learn from each other and more readily 
than they do from adults. However, he 
thought the practice of lumping as many 
as three grades in one room was not a 
good idea. 
I use the term “practice” loosely. Ac­ 
tually, most if not all combination 
classrooms in the district came into 
being as a matter of necessity. 


With the decline in enrollment from a 
high in the late 1960s of 14,000 plus 
students to the present 10,900 plus in mid 
1975, came scheduling problems that 
won’t go away. 


There are those who say a school 
should 
be 
closed. 
But, 
that's 
an 
explosive issue. 


In this connection, my friend referred 
to earlier said 
it 
would be 
good 
if we could work out a plan for handling 
declining 
enrollment 
— 
with 
the 
possibility of closing a school — before 
the issue has to be acted upon. In other 
words, work out a plan before emotions 
takeover. 


School trustee Richard K. Jacoby, I’m 
sure had some of this in mind Tuesday 
when he asked staff administrators for 
an update on the number of empty 
classrooms. The school board has been 
agonizing over the question for several 
years. Very soon the trustees will get 
back 
to 
reviewing 
the 
Williams 
Committee 
Space-Resource 
report. 
Readers 
may 
remember 
that 
the 
committee recommended closing two 
schools and suggested the two might be 
Miguelito and La Mesa for starters. 
That’s an oversimplification of the 
question, but it’s close enough After 
studying the question, the board finally 
closed Los Padres, moved the school to 
the Loma Vista campus and switched 
names, mothballing Loma Vista and 
reinstating Los Padres. 


This week a report shows Miguelito 
with about 236 students and La Mesa 
with 227. By comparison, Buena Vista 
has 360; Crestview, 571; ElCamino, 403; 
Fillmore, 
428; 
Hapgood, 
526; 
La 
Canada, 377; La Honda, 357; Los Berros, 
406; Los Padres, 369; Ruth, 409; Westw- 
ings, 474. The Westwings and Miguelito 
facilities also handle three classrooms of 
Honors classes each, totaling about 140 


students. 
Based on these figures and others 
noted by this reporter previously, it 
would appear that the district will 
experience a steady, but gradual decline 
in student population. The present ninth 
grade classes in the two high schools 
have a combined total of about 999 
students, 
the present eighth grade 
classes have 955 and the seventh grades 
have 924. If that pattern is continued, 
district enrollment would not show a 
serious decline until the present classes 
below the sixth grades came along to the 
high school level. All the present classes 
from 
the 
sixth 
on 
down 
have 
enrollments 
in 
the 700s 
with 
the 
exception of the present third grades 
which have a combined total of 677 
students 


All this is dull enough stuff, but it’s 
something the school 
trustees will 
consider as they go along. 


For those who don't know, Supt. Glen 
Wegner permitted a variety of different 
types of education concepts to operate in 
the district during his 16 years at the 
helm of things Later on, Wegner and a 
couple of teachers separately visited 
England to study the British Infant 
System. The British system came into 
being during World War II, when the 
age levels of the children 
in 
an 
individual bomb shelter were disperate. 
Teachers found all kinds of grade levels 
lumped 
together 
and 
somehow 
it 
worked. 
Later on, some British teachers came 
to this country to show films and lecture 
on the system. A number of local 
teachers and administrators went to 
Tempe, Ariz., 1 believe to take part in 
seminars on the subject. 
When Miguelito was built there were 
some combination classrooms. Critics 
charged they were a reflection of the 
British system, but there were denials. 
As far as this reporter recalls the 
combination classrooms were necessary 
because of the uneven spread of students 
over the various grade levels. In more 
recent times and in at least one other 
area, parents have leveled powerful 
attacks on the combination concept. 
So it goes. There’s no question but 
what the system, under the most ideal 
circumstances, has some merit. The 
young do learn well from their peers. 
My friend, referred to earlier, made 
an 
interesting 
suggestion; 
Close 
Miguelito and announce anyone who 
wanted could go there. He said the 
school would be filled. To which this 
reporter 
added; 
Why 
not 
make 
Miguelito the site of an alternative 
school. 
A 
group 
of 
parents 
has 
campaigned for consideration of a 
school 
that 
would 
em phasize 
fundamentals and be based on discipline 
and a few other key ideas. One of the 
programs could be combination classes.

In this atmosphere, with the sickness 
of criminality spreading like a plague, 
President Ford plunges into crowds in a 
half dozen states. The wisdom of 
starting to campaign so early with the 
nominating convention still nearly a 
year off to one side is questionable. The 
President owes it to the Secret Service 
and, more important, to all of us, to take 
reasonable precautions in the aftermath 
of 
the 
Sacramento 
assassination 
attempt. 
To do less may prove he is a 
courageous fatalist willing to accept the 
chances of death, but that is a kind of 
bravery we can ill afford. 


Another form the sickness takes is the 
attempt to reopen the court judgments 
and the commission findings in the 
assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy and his brother Robert. Some 
who press these inquiries may be 
genuinely concerned that justice was not 
done. But the strong suspicion is that the 
same yearning for publicity has a lot to 
do with the clamor to rake over the 
assassinations that were so tragic a part 
of the ’60s. 
At the far-out extreme is the charge, 
getting a headline or two, that the CIA 
was behind the murder of the Kennedys. 
This is apparently based on the theory 
that since the agency is accused of just 
about every other crime they must have 
had a hand in that one, too. 


It was disturbing to hear that the FBI 
had suppressed a record of a threatening 
letter 
from 
Lee 
Harvey 
Oswald. 
Whether 
this was withheld from the 
com m ission 
investigating 
the 
President’s assassination is presently 
the subject of an inquiry within the FBI. 


The commission, headed by the Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, spent months in a 
comprehensive examination of all the 
evidence 
and 
came 
out 
with 
the 
conclusion that there was no plot and 
that Oswald fired the shots that killed 
the President and seriously wounded 
then-Gov. John Connally. The threaten­ 
ing letter could, in retrospect, have 
meant little. 


One can only hope that this is a fever 
which will pass. But exploiting the 
sensationalism of the outlaws who boast 
of their outlawry does not contribute to a 
return to stability and a moderation of 
the violence so prevalent. 


Television and the movies have a 
sizeable share of responsibility. Try 
looking at the ad page for current films. 
Hardly a one but shows a smoking gun. 
The defenders say that this violence is 
an outlet for pent-up hostilities and 
therefore 
beneficial. 
The 
growing 
proportion of crimes committed by 
persons under 21 seems to give that the 
lie. 


Life is intolerable on the narrow edge 
of fear. That is one consequence of the 
epidemic, and it is hardly less than that, 
of crime today.

In fairness to President Ford and his 
team, there is a very real and sincere 
division among economists over the 
present economic mess. In Hoover’s day 
the original debate was whether there 
was a slump at all; today everybody 
acknowledges there is a slump and 
inflation at the same time; indeed, 
almost everybody acknowledges that the 
slump has probably hit bottom and that 
recovery has begun. The question is, 
how long will recovery last — will it be 
aborted? The debate is almost as sharp 
and contradictory as in the 30’s. 
Mrs. Rivlin’s economic team has 
prepared a 65-page report, the second 
compiled at the request of Sen. Muskie 
chairman of the new Senate Budget 
Committee, this one on “Recover: How 
Fast and How Far?” Mrs. Rivlin begins 
her explanation in a low clear voice: 
‘.‘We are pulling out of the worst 
recession since the 1930’s; the question 
is not whether the economy will recover 
but how far?” Her answer is sibylline. 
“The outlook for the short run is very 
strong; the long run is not so certain — 
nobody really knows.” She adds that “to 
sustain a rapid recovery something else 
must happen, more housing, more 
automobile sales, more spending on 
capital goods — we don’t see that yet.” 
And she warns that the nation’s recent 
surge in prices is particularly alarming 
because it is largely concentrated on 
necessities — food and fuel; people must 
buy these; if continued it could trigger 
another round of large wage increases 
spinning the inflationary spiral even 
higher. 
on the same day, a week ago, 
Newsweek. Time, The New York Times, 
the National Observer, all had anxious 
discussions of whether the recovery 
would last and, in spite of good short­ 
term news, the stock market dropped. 
So that brings us back to the difference 
of opinion about what should be done; 
one of the sharpest economic and 
political arguments of modern times, 
the resolution of which may decide the 
next economic phase of the United 
States and the free world.

recovery may falter. 'The other side

the expansionary 88 billion stimulative 
tax cut should continue. 
One side links inflation to external 
forces, food (high grain prices from sale 
to Russia without adequate safeguards) 
and fuel (the oil cartel, likely to jack up 
prices still higher this fall.) The other 
side relates inflation to excess demand, 
stemming back in part to profligate 
social welfare legislation. 
Congress says the slump caused the 
deficit (loss of taxes, and costs of 
unemployment insurance.) The other 
says the deficit caused the slump, 
unbalanced budgets produced boom and 
collapse. 
Liberal academic economists like 
Walter Heller, Paul Samuelson, Otto 
Eckstein, 
can 
hardly 
endure 
the 
Administration plea for reduced taxes 
on corporations; they charge that some 
corporations are now freezing prices, 
although 90 per cent of American plant 
capacity is idle and the country is losing 
|250 billion annually in production. 
Similarly, Congress wants to spend less 
on arms, but the Administration looks 
indulgently at this expenditure, biggest 
in the budget. 
Mrs. Rivlin prepares to return to her 
office which has been reconstituted, 
quaintly enought, from the barroom of 
an old hotel on Capitol Hill. She has tried 
to remain neutral as she presents 
closely calculated projections for two 
rival scenarios, one for expansion, one 
for contraction warning that, in either 
case, 
serious 
unemployment 
will 
probably continue. 
We depart in subdued mood. The 
anxious debate continues; the doors 
screech grimly on their hinges.
